The majority of the questions posed by the
Subcommittee staff members focused on targeting priorities for
Soviet long range weapon systems and Spetsnaz units. A1l of the
staff members appeared to be quite well informed about the
relevant military-strategic issues and were particularly
interested in eliciting the assessments of Agency analysts on
questions which they obviously had discussed with other

components of the intelligence community.
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
